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Phase  One:  Great  Space 


The  Renaissance  Begins . . . 

as  Boston's  SOUTH  STATION  is 
reborn.  But  this  groundbreaking 
signifies  more  than  the  revival 
of  a  grand  railroad  passenger 
station.  It  is  the  result  of  dedi- 
cated cooperation  and  commit- 
ment among  federal,  state  and 
local  agencies .  .  .  along  with 
private  developers  and  their 
respective  consultant  teams .  .  . 
toward  realization  of  the  SOUTH 
STATION  INTERMODAL 
TRANSPORTATION  CENTER. 
This  center  will  be  the  locus 
near  downtown  Boston  for 
automobile,  bus,  commuter  and 
intercity  rail  and  subway  connec- 
tions. Moreover  it  will  be  the 
home  for  a  proposed  major  hotel, 
office  building,  exposition  site, 
and  high  technology  manufac- 
turing center  This  groundbreak- 
ing is  just  the  beginning  of  the 
Renaissance  ...  the  first  step  of 
a  three-phase  effort  to  bring  this 
S 106  million  project  to  fruition. 

Phase  One  . . .  developed 
jointly  by  the  MBTA  and  the 
Federal  Railroad  Administration 
.  .  .  includes  re-aligning  the  rail- 
road tracks,  constructing  high 
level  platforms,  and  restoring  the 
historic  SOUTH  STATION  TERMI- 
NAL BUILDING.  The  trackwork 
will  be  shifted  and  lengthened, 


resulting  in  a  more  direct  rela- 
tionship to  the  existing  Terminal 
Building.  A  new,  open  con- 
course, referred  to  as  the  "Great 
Space,"  will  unite  the  existing 
terminal  with  the  Transportation 
Center  The  interior  and  exterior 
of  the  historic  station,  including 
its  familiar  grand  aspects  .  .  . 
arches,  columns,  pediment .  .  . 
will  be  restored.  The  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  West  Wing  will  pro- 
vide symmetry  to  the  structure. 
Also  included  is  a  new  direct 
connection  from  the  Red  Line 
MBTA  Subway  System  to  the 
renovated  Terminal  Building. 

Phase  Two  . . .  will  provide  a 
new  terminal  above  the  train 
platforms  for  both  intercity  and 
commuter  bus  operations.  This 
new  bus  terminal  will  be  directly 
connected,  visually  and  func- 
tionally to  the  existing  Terminal 
Building  and  the  "Great  Space." 
The  Bus  Facility  and  Terminal 
Building  will  be  joined  by  a 
seam  of  glass .  .  .  providing  light 
to  the  Great  Space  and  the  new 
train  room,  as  well  as  providing 
pedestrian  access  to  the  buses. 
Bus  operations  will  be  reached 
through  the  reconstructed  West 
Wing  of  the  Terminal  Building, 
and  by  an  inviting  lobby  on 
Atlantic  Avenue.  The  highly

articulated  facade  on  this  major 
street  will  be  composed  of  pre- 
cast concrete  panels,  which 
relate  in  color  and  scale  to  the 
pink  granite  of  the  Terminal 
Building.  Large  glass-enclosed 
lobbies  will  accommodate  public 
traffic  to  the  air  rights  elements. 
A  skylighted  rotunda  will  identify 
the  key  baggage  and  bus  board- 
ing areas,  providing  a  dramatic 
compass  point  for  passengers. 

Phase  Three  ...  is  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  future 
air  rights  development ...  the 
final  phase  in  the  Renaissance  of 
South  Station.  Included  is  a  pro- 
posed 24-story,  600-room  hotel, 
a  two-story,  125,000  square  foot 
exposition  site  adjacent  to  the 
hotel,  a  1 2-story,  400,000  square 
foot  office  building,  a  250,000 
square  foot  high  technology 
manufacturing  facility,  and  a 
parking  garage  for  approximately 
2000  automobiles.  Provisions  for 
these  facilities  have  been  incor- 
porated into  the  construction  of 
Phase  One  and  Phase  Two. 
These  air  rights  elements  will 
add  to  the  economic  vitality  of 
the  city,  particularly  the  Dewey 
Square  area,  and,  along  with 
the  earlier  phases,  move  SOUTH 
STATION  into  a  new  age  of 
transportation  prominence.
